ſeveral Particulars in that Service, and eſpecially in the 
Inftances following, vx.

Firſt, * That after he had got Intelligence of the 
* Enemy's Ships being daily expected, he did ſtand off 
* fo far from Land as Ten Leagues, or more, on the 
© 25th of May in the Evening, and did tack too late 
dat Four in the Morning following, by which Means 
* the Enemy's Ships paſt by his Squadron. 


The Court having ſtrictly inſpected and examined 
the . of the Commanders, and other Officers 
of that Squadron, it appear d to them by the general 
Computation, that they were about Three Leagues 
oft the Land of Cape Prior at Night, when they ſtood 
off. At about Seven in the Morning they tack'd and 
ſtood in; and in Conſideration of its being hazy 
Weather, and no anchoring on that Coaſt; and that 
Cape Ortingal, the Station they were making for, was 
a proper Place for intercepting the Enemy, as alſo 
Sir Fohn's having order'd his Scouts in a proper Sta- 
tion for giving him Notice of the Enemy's appearing, 

The Court was of Opinion, That there was no Miſ- 
management, or Failure in the ſaid Sir Fohn Munden, 
with relation to this particular Head.

Sir Fobn Munden ſets forth in his Defence, againſt 
this Article, that when the Ship Sal#bury gave Chaſe 
to the French Ship ſtanding right with her, he had 
Hopes of her falling in with them by the Courſe ſhe 
ſteer'd, but that when he perceiv'd the Salubury to be 
engaged, he ſtood to her Aſſiſtance with his whole 
Squadron, and ſo continu'd to do till they had made 
the Land; and not being able to come up with her, 
did then purſue his Inſtructions, in keeping himſelf, 
as much undiſcover'd as he could, in order to gain In- 
telligence of the Enemy: The Court being fatished 
with his Account of this Matter, does not think him 
blameable in his Proceeding.

The Court having examined into this Matter, and 
it appearing, that thoſe that were taken were

Sir John having in this manner been acquitted by a

In the mean time, the French fortified themſelves in 
the Neighbourhood of Bale. The laſt Month, 100 
Men from the French Garriſon in Hunninghen poſted 
themſelves in a ſmall Iſland in the Rhine, over-againf 
that Fort: And having taken along with them a great 
Number of Bavins, entrench'd fo well in the Night.

"The Regiments of Piemont preſerved the Poſt, not. 
withſtanding the Efforts of the Enemy, who demand.

ſome Perſon ef Quality, whoſe Name we knew not. 
Almoſt at the ſame time the Fight began in our Right 
Wing, where the Enemy were received with no le; 
Vigour and Intripidity, though all the Troops that 
were to have compoſed it, were not yet "arrived. 
The Marqueſs of Crequi was wounded to Death in the 
firſt Charge, and died Yeſterday, lamented by the 
whole Army. The Count d4Eftrades, at the Head of 
his Regiment of Dragoons, took a Standard from the 
Enemy. The Dragoons of the Dauphin, of Lautrec 
and Languedoc gained Two Pieces of Cannon. The 
Battle continued in this manner till an Hour within 
Night, with ſuch an extraordinary firing of the ſmall 
Shot, that the oldeſt Officers in the Army acknow- 
ledged they had never ſeen the like.

The King of Spain 
being willing to encourage the Soldiers by his Preſence, 
expoſed himſelf ſeveral times to the Fire of the Can- 
non and ſmall Shot, and remained all this Day and 
Yeſterday, almoſt Forty Hours together, without 
ſleeping, or hardly rg. The Duke of Vendoſme, 
preſent every where, performed all the Duties of a 
General, being always in the greateſt Danger. Twas
